CHANGE 

The Board of Directors had their 
monthly meeting on June 27. Their 
first item of business was the vote to 
repeal the old regulation that lim- 
ited the use of Chinese characters to 
one section of the burial grounds 
and one area of the columbarium. 

Wallace Honeywell，spokesman 
for Oliet, told 天 ast/TYest last week 
that Olivet employees would be in- 
formed of the change in policy. He 
was quick to point out the restric- 
tion hadn't applied to people who 
could be buried anywhere in the 
Park, but only to the language of the 
inscriptions. 


REASONS 


In his report Wilcox had asked an 
Olivet ”spokesman on what they 
based the rule. The response was， 
“On the fact that many Caucasian 
Americans object to having a gavye 
marker of Urn with these oriental 
characters inscribed on them，mnext 
to the final resting place of their 
loved one.” 

Honeywell in discussing the old 
rule with 五 ast/TJest explained that 
Olivet actually had three sections in 
its cemetery. One section allowed 
only inscriptions in Roman style let- 
ters as used in English. Another al- 
lowed the use of Greek jletters on 
inscriptions。 And the third had 
inscriptions of Chinese characters. 

While Olivet was founded in 
1895，Honeywell indicated that the 
restriction just lifted developed be- 


cause of the hegative _ feelings 


aroused during World War I.“ 臣 
was an old rule,”he said.“People's 
feelings have changed about those 
things.”

Asked about the recruitment of 
Asian students，Elberg remarked 
that no special consideration has 
been given to Asians because they 
do not difer academically or 
economically from whites. “They 
would come even 让 we don't offer 
financial assistance.”

HUD RELEASES FUNDS 
FOR HOUSING PROJECT

An elderly gentleman leaned for- 
ward in his seat at Cameron.House 
to listen carefully to Housing Coa- 
lition member Alice Barkley trans- 
late the remarks of Kent Humnter， 
aide to Congressman William Mail- 
liard 

Mr. Lee, the gentieman, who has 
at numerous times on numerous 
occasions expressed himself on the 
Stockton-Sacramento subsiqdized 
housing project，waited patiently 
for Ms. Barkley to finish before re- 
sponding in Cantonese last Thurs- 
day night. 

His remarks，as translated some- 
what sardonically to Hunter and 
the audience by Ms. Barkley whbile 
she fidgeted with a long single 
braid of hair，could be simplified 
to a righteous and skeptical ex- 
pression of gratitude that Housing 
and Urban Development had final- 
ly rejeased the $1.3 to the Rede- 
velopment Agency- 

He was righteous because he felt 
that the government had made 3a 
commitment to a 200-unit hous- 


ing project for the elderly on the 
225-by-160-foot parcel of land. 
His skepticism came from his fol- 
lowing the project through its ups 
(approval by the Planning Com- 
mission，Redevelopment Agency， 
and HUD, and a$518,000 match- 
ing grant from the City) and 
downs (foot-dragging by the agen- 
cies，and the national housing 
moratorium) . 
EXEMPT 

Last Tuesday Republican Con- 
gressman Maijlliard announced just 
four days before the end.of the 
fiscal year that the Chinatown 
Project was exempt from the mor- 
atorium.The role of Mailliard, one 
of President Nixonz?s most faithful 
allies on foreign pojlicy matters， 
cannot be overemphasized. 

The congressman wrote several 
forceful and somewhat scathing 
jletters to Floyd H. Hyde, HUD's 
assistant secretary for community 
development，complaining of 
HUD's _ decision to hold up the 
funds for land purchase，demoli- 
tion of present structures，and 


relocation of Persons currently 
living within the parcel 

Mailliard，who is leaving this 
week for China with several other 
senators and congressmen, and his 
aide 必 ent Hunter are credited by 
Chinatown Coalition for Better 
Housing co-leader 了 arry Chuck 
with Playing a major part in what 
one local HUD -official called“a 
unique and isolated incident”” of 
the government release of im- 
pounded funds. Had the money 
for this Neighborhood Develop- 
ment Project not been released 
before July lthe allocation would 
have been lost.

LEFT-LEANING OR RIGHT-LEANING，

In these twenty years, both Peking and Iaipeli have beenr 
trying their best to win the sympathy of the overseas Chi- 
nese. Consequentiy，in reglons hypersensitive to _ Chinese 
politics，like Hong Kong and Macao，there ls a _ common 
Practice of stereotyping persons and agencies as “leftists， 
“Tightists” “left-leaning，“Tright-leaning， “neutralists， etc. 
In recent years, there have been drastic shifts in world poli- 
tics. Thus，such specialists in labeling may have recognlzed 
the inadequacies of the existing categories. Hence, the addi- 
tional adjectives， such as “mliddle-of-the-road jleftists,” 
“middle-of-the-road rightists，” etc. 

Chinese from Hong 开 ong or Macao are naturally famailiar 
with such terms. As we understand it，many Chinatown 
shops and agencies are unavoldably thus ljabeled. 

Nonetheless，we must point out: this 18 America，not 
Hong Kong or Macao. Chinese-Americans follow U.S. laws， 
and pay .U.S. taxes. We need not be affected by foreign in- 
fiuence，be it from the left or from the right. Consequently， 
some Chinese-Americans holding U.S. passports have visited 
both the Chinese mainland and Ialiwan. They are nelither 
Communist nor Nationalist. Besldes, they could not even be 
caljed“fellow travelers.”Eor thls reason,，they have no re- 
sponslbility to propagandize for either side. When they re- 
turn to the U.9.，good Impresslons are freely voliced. So are 
the bad. Should they be designated “neutrallists”? That 1s 
again not necessarily apt. These persons have merely been 
expressing the American concepts of democracy and free- 
dom，which have deeply influenced their thoughts and ac- 
tlons. 

Similarly，Chinatown shops display slde by side goods 
from the Chinese mainland，Taiwan，and Hong 开 ong. The 
restaurants do not discriminate im purchasimng foods from all 
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,suffer，as will the next generation， 
as history bears out. 

The Chinese ping-pong team 
came to Palo Alto instead.

What next will we be deprived 
of in the name of politics? We， 
who are able and should know 
better， only have ourselves to

in the Greek capital, both staffed by 
Hongkong chefs and Greek waiters. 

Classified as“1uxury restaturants” 
by tourist guide books，they have 
been operating for the past three 
years but they don't really seem to 
exist for the Greeks. 

According to the managers of the 
two restaurants, about 70 percent of 
their custometrs are American, Japa- 
nese and European residents. 

Most Greek people, the managers 
say，find it difcult to accept Chi- 
nese food as the dishes afte too exotic 
for their palate. 

Like most Chinese restaurants in 
the Unhited States, the most popular 
dishes in Athens are Sweet and sour 
pork，fried rice，barbecued spare 
ribs and fried prawns. 

Prices range from about 22 
drachmas (about $US0.70) for a 
dish of fried noodle to 140 drachmas 
(about $US4.50) for a dish of roast 
duck. 


JINGREDIENTS 


One of the problems in running a 
Chinese restaurant in Greece is the 
lack of basic Chinese ingredients. 
Bamboo shoots, mushbrooms, ginger， 
hoodles, bean curds, sharks fn and 
birds nest 一 just to name 3a few 一 
have to be imported from Hong- 


kong. 
As part of their promotional 
efforts， both restaurants spend 


tbhousands of dollars every month 
adyertising in local newspapetrs as 
well as papers in major cities ip 
France and West Germany.

The workers”complaint against 
Asia Garden Restaurant Inc， 
brought beftore the National Labor 
Relations Board (/W Feb. 7, April 
18) has been dismissed in federal 
court.、Administrative law judge 
Richard J. Boyce ruled May 25 
against the 20 worker-plaintiffs. 

The judge found that the work- 
ers had been fired，and not that 
they had walked out,，as contend- 
ed by management. However，he 
ruled that the firing was not a Vio- 
lation of the National Labor Rela- 
tions Act. 

Judge Boyce found himself in 
agreemment with the testimony of 
head cook Henry Ng that the dis- 
charge of night shift manager Cal- 
vin Ng (no relation of the first 
Ng) “was the sole subject of the 
employee complaint he (Henry 
Ng) was to take back to Yick” 
(Bob Yick, Asia Garden vice Presi- 
dent and general manager). 

Workers Frank Jew' and Simon 
Tam contended during the hearing 
that the dispute with management 
was about vacation Pay，1low 
wages') lack of overtime，and re- 
lated items, but the judge felt that 
Henry Ng's“demeanor (was) more 
convincing than that of Jew”and 
that Tam's “demeanor，although 
not manifestly suspect，did not 
lend particular credence to his 
testimnony.”

discharge was out of concern that

Regarding management's Version 
of the incident，the judge found 
that Henry Ng'S“witness-stand de- 
meanor engendered trust; Yick's 
testimony, on the'other hand, was 
sufficiently vague and shifting at 
times to hint of an intent more 
self- than accuracy-serving.… 

The court felt that mmanagement 
in signing up replacements who 
could not go_back to their own 
jobs, had every intention of firing 
the workers，but that the firing 
was protected by the law. 

Meost of the workers have sub- 
sequently been rehired at Asia 
Garden，but the court's ruling 
means they are not to receive back

primarily due to recent changes in 
Korean government policies. Thus， 
the growing need for government 
serVyices in the areas of education， 
employment，social services，health， 
legal aid，immigration，youth，and 
the_ elderly， But because 玫 oreans， 
along with Filipinos and Samoans， 
are constantly being classed as 
“Other” in government statistics 


-and because they have no represen- 


tation at any of the government 
levels, their existence is ignored and 
their needs go Unrecognized and 
Unanswered . 

HOUSING 

A problem common to all minor- 
ities, the question of -decent hous- 
ing,” was first raised in a Presen- 
tation by Harry Chuck， Linda 
Wang, and Alice Barkley. Through 
afive-minute film ofthe interior of a 
typical apartment building in 
Chinatown, a sordid picture of the 
crowded，unsanitary living condi- 
tions of Chinatown was painted. 
Linda Wang then went on to de- 
scribe the long, involved，and frus- 
trating process of obtaining funds 
for the Stockton-Sacramento hous- 
ing project. 

Questions raised by the Com- 
mittee _ after this presentation re- 
vealed that the Department of Pub- 
lic Health has long ignored China- 
town in terms of code enforcement， 
that what little land is available for 
new housing in Chinatown is too

However, in answer to questions 
raised by the Committee, 让 was also 
revealed that new housing Units 
built on the four-block premises 
rented for $225 minimum and that 
many Japanese residents did not 
avail themselves of the available 
housing close by because they 
moved in the interim when those 
units were being prepared or they 
did not find the neighborhood，al- 
though only two blocks away, desir- 
able.

All Asian groups claimed they 
faced problems of unemployment 
and under-employment， Beginning 
with a testimony by Katheryn Fong，

these facts,， 让 was recommended 
that the Committee compile more 
studies _ and statistics and redlire 
afrmative action hiring and 
promotion programs in the white 
collar industry, 
Later in their testimonies，Eili- 
pinos and Samoans added that 
many of their people are highly edu- 
cated but because of a language 
problem or a lack of U.s. creden- 
tials_ cannot obtain jobs in their 
fields of specialization。 Also，be- 
cause they are not identifiable in 
government statistics, they are often 
ovetlooked for city appointments， 


ELDERLY AND YOUTH 

It was evident during the hearing 
that among Asian immigrants，two 
age groups fnd adjustment in 
America especially difRcult: the el- 
derly and the youth.

especially pleaded thbe Comtimittee 
for recognition of their youth brob- 
lems, A_ panel of Filipino students， 
and later a panel of concerned 95a- 
moan womenm spoke about the 
insensitivity of teachers and coun- 
selors to theif education needs， 下 
was pointed out that most Filipino 
students learn English in the Philip- 
pines, but，becatuse of their accent， 
are often ridiculed or assumed 
uneducated in school， Conse- 
quently, many lose interest in School 
and drop out， With no recreation 
area of their own，they often join 
street gangs,， such as the Filipino 
Mafia. An obvious solutiom would be 
to hire more Filipinos and Samoan 
teachers and counselors and to fund 
a recreation center for young Fili- 
pinos:. 

Addressing himself on the same 
issue，Tom Kim，a young 玫 orean， 
spoke of the Korean youth being 
tteated as a fourth-class citizen。 He 
added that often when 玫 orean 
parents are summoned to the Youth 
Guidance Center, they find there are 
no interpreters there to explain the 
situation to them. 


REPRESENTATION 


A recurring reduest throughout 
the hearing was for the tfepresen- 
tation of Asians at all levels of 
government operations， an indi- 
cation that all Asian groups realize 
that-only through their own kind 
can their needs ever be tecOgnized 
and satisfied . 

Speaking for the California state 
Advisory Committee, which includes 
two Asians 一 Gordon Latu and Na- 
dine Hata，Joseph Jimenez closed 
the hearing on a positive note: 
“Much of the testimonies we have 
heard in the last two days have been 
eye-opening, elegant,，and touching. 
We will follow up and do all we can 
within out power to better the 
conditions of Asian Americans.…”

HK CAUGHT IN 
PLASTICS SOUEEZE 


HONG KONG 一 Hong Kong's 
plastic manufacturers have been 
caught in a worldwide shortage of 
polystyrene，an_ essential raw ma- 
terial in making hard， quality 
Plastics. The shortage is expected 
to continue until late next year. 

Until recently a_ cheap and un- 
limited supply was.available from 
Japan. Some Hong 民 ong business- 
men felt that this was a deliberate 
attempt by the Japanese to _ cut 
Hong Kong's gains being made in 
certain Plastics-related industries， 
by limiting their export. 

IThere is，however，another ex- 
Planation of the shortage，The 
polystyrene is made from the pro- 
cessing of naphtha. And naphtha 
is now being used widely in the 
petroleum industry in the United 
States in leadless and low-lead 
fuels to raise the octane. This in- 
creased demand on the raw mate- 
rial in part accounts for the short- 


age. 


And thats the truth.

countty。 

Apparently the third-genera- 
tion Americans of Asian amncestry 
are in the exploring mood in 
search of. the best from the old 
and new worljds.。 


This searching trend emerges 
from a first-hand probe into the 
self-labels and attitudes of edu- 
cated young Asian Americans。 

Of the 100 Asian .students in- 
terviewed on the Sacramento 
State University campus, 70. Der 
cent labeled themselves as plural- 
ist，8 per cent as separatist and 
21 per cent as assimilationist. 


SSU senior 再 arold Fong，who 
conducted this .first-of-its-kind 
study，says he attempted to ex- 
amine the relationship jbetween 
these labelg and what the label- 
ed think of themselves and th 
world around them. : - 

His findings，Eong reports，are 
that their own self labels pretty 
much tell their own outlook on 
race relations and the American 


Society。 
The assimilationist 一 21 per 
eent of the surveyed 一 would 


prefer to adopt American eulture 


than to retain theiz own。They 


have little ethnic community 
bond。，For example，they prefer 


to work and live outside of the 
Asian American community。They 
haye more Caucasian friends arid 
dates than Asian ones。 工 hey 
would be for basic changes being 
made in society but would oppose 
the use of violence to achieve 
them。 They are .politically un- 
aware of Yellow Power. 

The pluralist 一 who makes UP 
the majority center of the young 
Asians 一 would adopt only pazt 
of American eulture while Te- 
taining their own Asian heritage- 
They . have strong coinmunity 
bonds and most. of their friends 
and dates are Asians。Like the 
assimilationists，they would fav- 
or changes but oppose violence。 

The pluralists are conscious of 
Yellow Power although there 这 
some confusion as .to What 让 
meang.。 


On the other hand，the Sepa- 
ratists _ are attracted by Yellow 
了 Power，chew their own zulture 
but eschew American _ culture， 
Their social and _ community fties 
are mostly-with Asians，and they 
Wouldnrt oppose the use of vio- 
lence to _ achieve desired changes 
in the large Society. ; 

Rong's study subjects average 
24 years in age, are mostly from 
middle class families and live out- 
side the Asian enclaves. They are 
37 ,per cent: Japamese，35 per 
cent Chinese, 17 per cent Filipino 
and_ the remaining other Asian 
groups。Nearly 40 per cent are 
Christian and 28 per cent Bud- 
dhist. 


Rong insists his study findings 
challenge fthe myth that Asians 
not only look alike but think 
alike，。Another myth，he says, :is 
that Asian students enrolled in 
Asian American studies tend to 
be radicals and separatijsts-。 


“Essentially，these people are.
